FOREIGN FIELDS LOOK GREEN 


There are sqme in this locality who 
will vouch for the truth of the state¬ 
ments as outlined below, regarding 
conditions across the line. “Good 
times’’ in the United States have been 
proclaimed by thousands during the 
past few years, and this country has 
been bled almost pink by the rush to 
take part in the great boom to tbe 
south. Conditions have changed, if 
we are to believe those who are return¬ 
ing daily to the Dominion. Instead of 
work for all, with chances of big mo¬ 
ney for the investor, we are led to be¬ 
lieve that we are much better off right 
here where we are. The following, 
from the Calgary Albertan, seems to 
give weight to this argument: “Ac¬ 
cording to Wavren Stone, president of 
the Locomotive Efigineers, the state of 
conditions in the United States is ra- 
,ther deplorable, and there is at present 
. more unemployment in that country 
than at any time since the war. This 
opinion would seem to coincide with 
the fact that thousands of Canadians 
who ventured forth across the border, 
have now returned to Canada, and are 
still returning. In spite of this a great 
many people still believe that they 
have only to go into the States to en¬ 
joy a better position in business than 
they do in their own Dominion, and 
that they will speedily find employ¬ 
ment. This might be true of a few 
isolated exceptions, but on the whole 
there is little if anything, to be gain¬ 
ed by leaving Canada with this belief. 
The United States government have 
seen fit to tighten the cords and refuse 
admission to many people who would 
otherwise flock there, and this is fur¬ 
ther evidence of the conditions exist¬ 
ing in that country. The policy of all 
Canadians should be to remain in Ca¬ 
nada, which they will find more likely 
to develop with their assistance, than 
to seek fields which in the distance 
look fresh and green.”

The suggestion Th made by "The 
Country Gentleman” that the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States should re¬ 
cognize the International Live Stock 
Exposition at Chicago every year. 
This year will be the 25th anniversary 
of that big show and it would encour¬ 
age the live stock intercuts in America 
if the President would take part in the 
formal opening of same. 


What are the qiptlifications of a de¬ 
sirable town? The chairman of the

1. Attractiveeness: Is is pretty and 
well kept. 2. Healthfulness: Is it well 
managed? 3. Education: What are 
the facilities? 4. People: Are the re¬ 
sidents good citizens? 5. Living: Is it 
expensive? 6. Accessibility: Is it eas¬ 
ily reached from other towns? 7. Re¬ 
creation: What is provided? 8. Busi¬ 
ness: Are there good obortunities for 
investment, 9. EmpJLyment: Are 
there prospects for eniployment? 10. 
Progressiveness: Is it going ahead? 

A town cannot control its climate or 
its natural scenery or historic associa¬ 
tions, according to this gentleman; 
but “if, in other respects, it does not 
measure up to the standard that will 
be applied to it by intelligent town- 
buyers, get busy and ‘help make it 
measure up”. The first big job of a 
good town salesman is to see to it 
that this community is right.” The 
questions which prospective or poten¬ 
tial residents or a city, town or village 
will ask are not exhausted in the above 
list.' They are more likely to number 
ten times ten; but if a community 
measures up well on all^ tcn of the 
counts mentioned it will not fall far 
below the head of its class these days. 
Ambitious communities in this pro¬ 
vince might do wor^e than sit down 
with these “ten tests of a town” and 
subject themselves to a stiff self-ex¬ 
amination.—Regina Leader.

Im¬ 
perial German war bonds several 
months ago to find after the favorable 
turn of the market that this $375 in¬ 
vestment had risen in value to $87,500.

Alberta was visited recently by four 
hundred men and women, of the Brit¬ 
ish s^pntist party who have been just¬ 
ly described as the intellectual flower 
of our civilization. . A number of them 
were here visiting the E.P, Ranch on 
Friday. It is said the scientific mind 
as it exists today, is the mental climax 
of possibly 800,000,000 years of evolu¬ 
tion and these 400 scientists will go 
hack to their laboratories to delve into 
the mysteries of time, space and mat¬ 
ter, and give the world information of 
the beginnings of life millions of years 
ago. The result of their work .will be 
to make life happier and richer for 
the rest of us. The purpose of human 
life is the discovery and - understanding 
of natural law. Modern science is the 
human mind at its best and these men 
and women will return to the old coun¬ 
try in better health to continue their 
good work. 


• If the grain crop is .harvested with¬ 
out further damage, the Lethbridge 
Herald states thfe portion of Alberta 
will enjoy a greater increase of pros¬ 
perity this fall than last. This may 
seem a sweeping statement says the 
editor but he believes it to be true. 
He adds;—Last year the average 
wheat crop in Southwestern Alberta 
was 28 bushels per acre. The average 
returns at 75 cents per bushel) which 
approached the local price, was there¬ 
fore $21 per acre. This year the same 
area will average 60 per cent or bet¬ 
ter of last year’s yield or 17 to 18 
bushels. On an eighteen bushel crop 
at $1.25 local price the returns will be 
about $22. The gross will be higher on 
the acre unit. But even if it were no 
higher there will be the smaller cost 
of threshing and harvesting to be 
reckoned. The farmer’s net return per 
acre will be more than last year. But 
that is not all. Last year the farmer 
had an accumulation of floating debts 
which he had to pay. His creditors 
knew he had money and they were in¬ 
sistent in their collections. Tax en¬ 
forcement proceedings were taken and 
he had to pay his municipal and school 
taxes up to date. This year it is safe 
to say that the floating indebtedness 
of Southwestern Alberta is not one- 
third of last year’s total. On top of 
this all farmers had seed and feed this 
year so that they are not in debt on 
that score. Comparatively few of 
them went to the banks for money to 
put in this year’s crop. So that from 
the equal or greater returns from the 
1924 crop the farmer will have far 
less pressing debts to pay. Many of 
them will square up with the banks 
and loan companies and have money 
left over for improvements, purchase 
of livestock and general betterment 
The 1924 crop is goirtg to bring a 
greater measure of prosperity to the 
farmers than we have seen since 1917. 
In Southeastern Alberta the condition 
is the reverse, and many farmers are 
leaving that district But in the ter¬ 
ritory which is essentially Leth¬ 
bridge’s trade area, conditions will im¬ 
prove 100 per cent, with the harvest, 
and the whole structure of agriculture 
and commerce will be on a solid foun¬ 
dation once more.

OUR IMPRESSIONS 


Being a Short Resume of Trip Across 
The Ocean 

By^Charles Clark 

Brussels is said to have a population 
of over 800,000 people, and is consider¬ 
ed o be the cleanest city in Europe. 
We will not dispute the claim for it 
is indeed a place of exceptional beau¬ 
ty. Miles of wide, well paved streets; 
solid white stone buildings of great 
size and impressive architectural beau¬ 
ty; streets' overgrown with fine trees 
and lined with shrubs, flower beds and 
lawns; beautiful and clean despite the 
age of many of the buildings. In the 
morning our party gathered at the 
congress column where the body of the 
“unknown Belgian soldier” was laid 
following the war. There we placed a 
wreath v 0n the tomb emblematic of Ca¬ 
nada. Following the event a recep¬ 
tion was accorded us in the office of 
M. Hythans, minister of foreign af¬ 
fairs, the British Ambassador to Bel¬ 
gium, Sir George Graham, being pres- 
i ent. Here we learned a great deal 
about Belgian affairs. 

Our next objective was to the “Pa¬ 
lais du Nation” or House of Parlia¬ 
ment. It is a wonderful and hist'oric 
building and the architectural beauty 
of the entire building is beyond de¬ 
scription. Costly works of art and 
paintings abound. The Senate Cham¬ 
ber is luxurious, the walls being 
adorned with pictures and the upper 
walls with thrilling battle scenes of 
by-gone centuries. It was in this place 
the Germans held their court while 
they were in possession of the city 
and there that Edith Cavel sat when 
sentenced to death. The chair she sat 
in is marked and is never occupied 
when parliament is in session. We 
next visited the city hall, the burgo¬ 
master receiving*us with due ceremo¬ 
ny. The building was erected in 1402 
and contains priceless Gobelin tapes¬ 
tries, looking like oil paintings so per¬ 
fect are they, and all the rooms have 
paintings of famous men or scenes on 
walls and ceilings. The. city hall faces 
on a great square of about 300 by 600 
feet surrounded by buildings erected 
in the middle ages. From here we 
witnessed the “procession of the Holy 
Sacrament”, a great religious parade 
held only once a year. One thousand 
people took part, many being mount¬ 
ed and foot soldiers. There were men, 
women and children in the parade 
diessed as representing various events 
in the life of Christ. It was a scene 
of color, the great crowds were re¬ 
verent and quiet and the scene one 
never to be forgotten. 

That afternoon nur party was con¬ 
veyed by motor to Teroueren passing 
aver excellent roads through the beau¬ 
tiful Forest of Soigne. At Teroueren 
we were privileged to go through the 
museum which is devoted to display of 
animals, birds, fish, minerals and 
other products of the Belgian Congo. 
Here we were entertained at tea on 
the lawn by the Belgian government. 
Returning to the city we visited “Fir 
National” the rifle ranges and bar¬ 
racks, where condemned prisoners 
were shot by the Germans. • On the 
spot where Edith Cavel and others 
died is a tablet with inscription and 
here members of our party paid our 
respects by placing a rose thereon. 

The last event of the day was a 
privilege of unusual character, when 
we were taken to the Royal Palace to 
be received by the king. We had an 
opportunity of viewing the wonders of 
the stately building while passing 
through to the reception room. In the 
reception room we were presented 
first to Sir George Graham, the Brit¬ 
ish Ambassador, and’finally to King 
Albert, who greeted ftftth of those pre¬ 
sent with a handshak?*and a word or 
two of welcome to Belgium. King Al¬ 
bert was in his uniform of a Belgian 
commander in chief. He speaks Eng¬ 
lish well, and conversed with various 
members of the party about Canada 
and its extent. He is exceedingly tall, 
has a pleasant manner, and seemed 
genuinely glad to greet the Canadians. 
We on our part esteemed it an excep¬ 
tional honor to meet this gallant King 
who during the war personally'led his 
army on the field of battle, and who 
now takes, the lead in Belgium’s en¬ 
deavor to* return to her pre-war status 
and rehabilitate herself along indus¬ 
trial and financial lines. 

Most of our party were looking ex¬ 
pectantly to a visit to the battlefields 
and we left Brussqjs for Liege where 
the first real stand was made by the 
Belgians. The train made the trip 
in about two hours, passing through 
a very fertile country that showed no 
signs of war, save here and there 
where trees were cut off by a shell, 
and* the long stumps struggling to 
produce new growth, also here and 
there evidence was seen where build¬ 
ings had been damaged and since then 
repaired. Liege is situated in the north 
east part of Belgium, with a popula¬ 
tion of over 400,000 people. It is an 
industrial city and we visited one of 
the large steel plants, Cotterell & Co., 
which employs many men and where 
we saw an up-to-date plant in action. 
A noon lunch was served by this firm 
and a reception was accorded our par¬ 
ty by the Burgomaster and civic au¬ 
thorities. A brass band supplied mu¬ 
sic and "O Canada” and “The Maple 
Leaf” were played by them. 

After lunch our party motored out 
to Fort Loucin at Leige where the 
Belgians delayed the onward march of 
the German hordes in the early days 
of the war from August 5th to the 


17th in 1914. Fort Loucin was one of 
a series that protected Leige. It held 
a strategic position and was wonder¬ 
fully well constructed of steel and con¬ 
crete. The walls were 8 feet thick 
and for 12 days 550 men held back the 
German army. Protected by the fort, 
the Belgians, led by Colonel Naasens, 
fought bravely under the pounding of 
the heavy German guns. Colonel 
Naasens who was with us explained 
that during the last 25 hours from 20 
to 30 shells a minute rained on the 
fort, until a shell penetrated to the 
arsenal and the fort was blown up. 
Pointing to a heap of twisted steelu 
parts of guns and crumbled concfetisTj 
he added “250 soldiers lie buried under 
there,killed when the arsenal exploded. 
Only 12 of the garrison survived and 
they were wounded.” Among them 
was Colonel Naasens who tyas gased. 
He was taken to Germany and remain¬ 
ed a prisoner of war during the period 
of fighting. The fort is now unoccu¬ 
pied. In the evening I went out to the 
field of Waterloo and saw the great 
memorial erected by the people of 
Belgium in gratitude for the delivery 
from the Napoleonic menace. It is an 
interesting place and many tourists 
visit there. 

At Lille we Were the recipients of 
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Loos, Vimy, Neuville, St. Vaast, and 
La Targette. Again we were over¬ 
whelmed with the Hospitality of the 
French .people. In the morping we 
visited another of the Kuhlmann In-V 
dustiies at Perenchies, Here we found’ 
a manufacturing centre. Linen piy? 
ducts are made in a factory \pKich 
employs 2009 hands, all of it having 
been rebuilt after being levelled by 
the Germans. After a visit V> this 
place we were entertained to a wonder¬ 
ful lunch, while a fifty piece band pro¬ 
vided music, Mr. Agache the manager 
being most hospitable. Later in the 
day we were again entertained by a 
coal mining company who opened a 
mine near Vimy Ridge and they en¬ 
tertained our party to celebrate the 
event. Of the battlefields we again 
saw a good deal, but unfortunately it 
had to be hurriedly done. At La Bas- 
sie, we found a town where much ruin 
warm hearted hospitality on the partjj s still in evidence and many of the 


of the French people and it was mani¬ 
fest the authorities were sincere in 
their welcome. Here an elaborate ban¬ 
quet .was tendered us by the Kuhl¬ 
mann Industries, which have l^rge 
factories there. We were shown 
through the wonderful establishment 
and saw the process of manufacture 
carried on by this; modernly equipped 
institution by Professor ■ Floris 
Delatre, head of the English depart¬ 
ment of Lille University. From Lille 
we commenced our tour of the battle¬ 
fields of Belgium and France and the 
towns we covered that afternoon were 
Roubaix, Turcoug, Ypres, Poperinghe, 
Rennghelst, St. Eloi, Mount Kemmel, 
Locre, Baillenl and Armentierres 
Travelling as we did through these 
places, even after five years of peace, 
signs everywhere of the horrible havoc 
wrought were in evidence. One could 
see houses in ruins, perhaps only a 
wall standing; htige factories destroy¬ 
ed; fine churches damaged beyond re¬ 
pair. In these towns a vast amount 
of building has been going on under 
the direction of the Reparations Com¬ 
mission. In some places we could see 
whole streets lined with new houses, 
and at other places there would be 
some houses partially rebuilt. In the 
majority of cases the damage was so 
great that a complete building had to 
be built. • * 

Piles of war material heaped up 
could be seen here and there, or in 
some places some of it being used by 
the inhabitants to provide themselves 
temporary homes until such time as 
their own could be rebuilt. Many are 
still living in sharks as temporary 
quarters, for the War Reparations 
Commission has had so much to do in 
the way of rebuilding that the work is 
not nearly completed. In these vari¬ 
ous towns much new building is going 
on, the work being done with brick 
made in brick yards in France and 
Belgium. In all the towns Armen- 
tieres appears to have had the feast 
rebuilding done. In this place, five 
years after the war the ruins still vis¬ 
ible, in practically the same condition 
as when the war ended, are so numer¬ 
ous as to be appalling, and give one a 
little idea of what a terrible position 
the country must have been !W under 
war conditions. Everywhere tree 
stumps, standing out like ghosts, can 
be seen, with all life killed by gases, 
or with a leafy foliage struggling up 
from the shattered stumps. Mingled 
with this may be seen hundreds of 
concrete block houses, gun emplace¬ 
ments and dugouts, from the travelled 
road. 

Most interesting of all points was 


residents are still housed* in abandon 
ed war houses and shacks left over af¬ 
ter the war. Here we saw a huge 
British war tank parqued in a vacant 
lot. The town bears every evidence 
of a -very severe bombardment during 
the war. 

Possibly the most interesting part 
of the day was the visit to Vimy Ridge 
where we had a splendid opportunity 
of looking over this great battle 
ground, where our Canadian soldiers 
made a name for themselves that will 
never be forgotten by not only Cana¬ 
dians, but by the allied countries en¬ 
gaged in the struggle. The two lines 
of German trenches which the Cana¬ 
dians took are still to be seen some¬ 
what caved in and overgrown with i 
grass and weeds, but still showing evi- 
Ljence of a terrific struggle. Shell 
I holes are to be seen all over the 
Ridge, which commands a vievO of the 
country for miles around. There are 
still barbed wire, electric wires, por¬ 
tions of shells, etc., lying around. Sou¬ 
venirs were taken away from this 
field. Near here is Folly Wood w’here 
the great Canadian memorial is to be 
erected. It was our desire to spend 
more time in the battle field, and if 
possible see the graves of some of the 
Alberta soldiers who died in France 
and Flanders, but it was impossible to 
do so. We passed Aix Noulette Ceme¬ 
tery and Nine Elms Cemetery, which 
are being so wonderfully cared for by 
the British government. 

At Arras we boarded the fast ex¬ 
press for Paris passing through a 
wonderfully rich and fertile country, 
with thriving towns and cities in close 
proximity to each other. To visit Pa¬ 
ris and go out sight seeing under an 
experienced guide is to, learn some¬ 
thing of the history of France, both 
as a monarchy and as a republic. We 
were there four days and visited some 
of the most famous places. We began 
by first going to the Arc de Triomphe 
where a large wreath was placed on 
the tomb of the unknown soldier as a 
tribute of Canadian newspaper men. 
The minister of war was present and 
he .extended thanks, and paid tribute 
to the part played by Canadians in the 
Great War. The Arc de Triomphe is 
140 feet high and 160 feet wide and is 
famous all over the world. It was 
erected by order of Napoleon. A light 
constantly burns night and day at.fhis] 
tomb as an emblem of the immortality! 
of the souls of soldiers who died in 
t h e war. Some-of the historical places 
visited were the Church of Madeline; 
Place de la Concorde, where in 1793 
Louis XVI and Marie Antoinette were 
__ _ guillotined; the Eiffel Tower, built in 

the* Ypres Salient “standing‘on Hill [ ^89, about 1000 feet high; Royal 



60 we saw the huge shell crater made 
by the explosion when the British 
blew the German trenches up by un¬ 
dermining them. One can easily pic¬ 
ture the awful scene that occurred on 
that occasion. It was then the people 
in England, miles away from the 
scene of war, heard the reverberation, 
so violent was the concussion. This 
coup enabled the British to drive the 
Germans back a considerable distance. 
In Ypres we saw the ruins of the fa¬ 
mous Cloth Hall and the Cathedral, 
considered one of the most magnifi¬ 
cent buildings in that country. The 
latter will only be partially rebuilt, the 
work being started, but the Cloth Hall 
is still in ruins and presents a stag¬ 
gering scene. 

We passed “Hellfire Comer” on the 
Menin Road. This place is still recall¬ 
ed by veterans of the war. On this 
road too we halted for a short time at 
the Menin Road South British Ceme¬ 
tery. Another point of interest visit¬ 
ed was Hill 62 and below it Sanctuary 
wood. Both these places were the 
scene of gallant fighting by the Cana¬ 
dians and today the French and Bel¬ 
gians speak in glowing terms of the 
magnificent courage and dash display¬ 
ed by our gallant soldiers. As a me¬ 
morial to their valor the^Brittsh gov¬ 
ernment has constructed a splendid 
park on the top of Hill 62. It U ar¬ 
ranged in a series of steps and the 
walks and walls are oL-8tone. Maple 
trees have been planted and are grow¬ 
ing rapidly and flowers are growing 
luxuriantly which makes it a beauty 
spot. In various places on the front, 
marking the farthest point the Ger¬ 
mans advanced into France, have been 
erected stones about three feet high 
along the roadway, witl) the words 
“Here -the invader was brought to a 
standstill”, w'ith date and other infor¬ 
mation added. 

From Hill 62 we went to Mount 
Kemmel, one of the most hotly con¬ 
tested positions during the war. Here 
we noted the altitude and the com¬ 
manding view which it gave of the 
surrounding country and we under¬ 
stood why it was so grimly fought for. 
Its height and the difficulty presented 
in successfully defending it made it a 
constant scene of attack, the Allies 
and Germans alternately in possession 
of it many times. The village of 
Kemmel, below the summit of the 
hill, was razed to the ground. A great 
deal of it has been rebuilt, and of 
course it presents the appearance of 
an entirely new place. A big new 
church is in course of construction and 
other buildings are being built. On 
our return to Lille for the night, we 
found ourselves billeted at the Hotel 
Europe. Here the Kaiser had his head¬ 
quarters at the time the Germans held 
this part of the country. Lille was not 
much damaged, but a bomb landed in 
this hotel, destroying one wing of 
same. The following morning we left 
Lille by motor car charabanc for Ar¬ 
ras, making the trip via La Ba«see, 


Church of Invalides, buil in 1672, in 
which may be seen Napoleon’s tomb; 
the proposed site of Paris exhibition 
for 1925; Chamber des Deputies, 
Bridge de la Concorde, Tuileries Gar¬ 
den, Louvre Museum, Sarah Bern¬ 
hardt’s Theatre, La Conciergerie, 
Church of Notre Dame de Paris, Lux¬ 
embourg and a Roman Wall built by 
Julius Caeser. These were only a- few 
of the sights seen the first morning in 
Paris, and give an indication of how 
interesting our trip was. In the after¬ 
noon we were taken through a large 
perfume factory and presented with 
some of their products. Later a re¬ 
ception was extended our party at the 
Hotel de Ville (City Hall). In France 
is an organization known as the Bren- 
venue Francaise, a society composed 
of prominent Frenchmen who contri¬ 
bute to the entertainment of promi¬ 
nent visitors to France. The object is 
to promote friendly relations with 
other countries and during oiir visit 
this society did not overlook us by 
any manner or means. They provided 
us with seats at the Grand Opera and 
Opera Comique. 

The second day in Paris proved most 
Interesting, our party going to Ver¬ 
sailles, famous in the history of two 
centuries ago and of the present day. 
Id going there which is a distance of 
about 12 miles from Paris we passed 
through the Bois de Boulogne (Bou¬ 
logne Wood) a beauty spot of 5000 
acres in which is situated the famous 
Longchamps race course where on the 
following Sunday the Grand Prix was 
run. We also saw the Bleriot, Air¬ 
plane factory. Upon arrival at Ver¬ 
sailles we were escorted to the Grand 
Trianon, a palace built by Louis XIV 
for his mistress. It' is a beautiful 
building, surrounded with gardens of 
wonderful extent and beauty. In the 
Grand ‘Trianon we saw reiics of the 
days of Louis XIV, Louis XV, Louis 
XVI and Marie Antoinette and Na¬ 
poleon I. After wandering through 
this delightful spot we were entertain¬ 
ed to luncheon under the peristyle of 
the Grand Trianon, an honor never 
conferred before by the government of 
France. This tribute was not tender¬ 
ed solely to the newspaper men but as 
a tribute to the part Canada played in 
the war, and as a means of indicating 
the gratitude of the French nation of 
Canada’s soldiers for their heroic 
work. At every function they express¬ 
ed their warmest appreciation of the 
part Canada played in the war. 

In the afternoon we were taken 
through Versailles Palace which is | 
now maintained as a historical place t 
of interest We went through the' 
Hall of Mirrors, and Hall of Battles, 
very wonderful places indeed. That 
evening we were entertained at a din-. 
ner given by the Brenvenue Francaise I 
of the Interallied club at which 250 ( 
people were present, and presided over j 
by General Foch. He spoke in French, 
and an interpreter repeated his speech 
in English, in which he mentioned tlya, 
great work performed by the Canadi-

an soldiers during the war and of 
their famous capture of Vimy Ridge. 
Among those present were Mr. Philipe 
Roy, the Cunadian High Commissioner 
in France, who knows several High 
River residents very intimately and 
for \frhom he enquired. Seated at my 
right was Madame Cecile Posel, a fa¬ 
mous French singer, and on my left, 
the minister of agriculture, of France. 

*The last day in Paris was a compa¬ 
ratively free one and proved very en-, 
joyable. I visited the Paris Journal 
c ffice and motored around the city. In 
the afternoon a tea was given by Ma¬ 
dame Steam who received about 12 of 
our party in a kindly fashion. Later 
we attended a reception given by the 
newly elected President of France, M. 
Herriott, at his beautiful residence. 
Here I had the pleasure of meeting 
Lord Derby of England and many 
other prominent people. 

GOV'T WILL ASSIST 

It is announced that the Domniion 
government will pay 75 per cent of 
the freight charges on lives tock ex¬ 
hibits going from Alberta to the 
Royal Show at Toronto and the In¬ 
ternational Show at Chicago. These 
exhibits will be of selected livestock. 
The Province of Alberta will pay the 
balance of 25 per cent of the freight. 
It is hoped that a creditable livestock 
Exhibit will be forwarded by the 
stockmen of Alberta to these shows, 
as in past years the Alberta, livestock 
exhibit has not been as large as those 
from the sister prairie provinces. The 
Department of Agriculture of Alberta 
has decided to pay honorariums on 
prizes in livestock and grain won at 
these shows. The honorarium of $150 
will be granted for grand champion¬ 
ships where such are offered. For 
first prize the honorarium will be 
$100. These will apply to both grain 
and livestock. The grain exhibits this 
year will be collected at the Universi¬ 
ty of Alberta, passed upon by the 
Field Husbandry Branch and shipped 
eastward from there. Last year these 
eihibits were shipped from several 
different points, and much difficulty 
was experienced in tracing the ship¬ 
ments at their points of destination.

Splendid weather for the ripening 
harvest experienced over most of the 
west and Alberta crops ripening in 
good shape. Harvesting reported in 
many districts and from present indi¬ 
cations there will be a great deal cut 
next week. General improvement in 
all crops, and one of the latest unoffi¬ 
cial estimates gives the Alberta aver¬ 
age 18 bushels; this seems high, hut 
there are a lot of fine crops; some 
poor, and some lost. Prices have been 
declining all week and look as though 
they would work to a higher level than 
hit during the low points of the week. 

Creamery butter—.Prints and car¬ 
tons advanced 2c during the week, now 
36@37c for No. 1 and 32@33c for No. 
2; car lots 32*4 <5)33',4 c, and market 
prospects good. j Butterfat—Alberta 
prices advanced to 31c at central and 
30c, country creameries, basis specials, 
adn other grades up also; Southern 
Saskatchewan on basis of 31c and 
Northern Saskatchewan pays 33c, but 
prices likely to be on Alberta basis 
soon; Manitoba prices vary and Win¬ 
nipeg paying up to 33c. Cheese—Al¬ 
berta make is large and market not 
any better here, and weaker in east, 
where heavy stocks still held. 

Eggs—Calgary trade prices un¬ 
changed at 25c for extras; demand is 
fair and receipts light; prospects of 
market very encouraging.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

The new Liverpool cathedral which 
was opened in July last is a magnifi¬ 
cent structure and so far the expendi¬ 
ture amounts to nearly three and a 
half million dollars and by the time 
the.building is completed the cost will 
he close to nine or ten millions. 

The weather for the past weekTias 
been ideal for the ripening and har¬ 
vesting of the crops. Clear skies with 
bright sun and warm days and with 
practically no frosts have caused the 
pleasure pf farmers and created great 
great activities in cutting throughout 
this locality. The work is general and 
great progress is being made. Some 
little damage by hail, running from 
15 to 35% was reported on last week¬ 
end in north-east and south-west lo¬ 
calities, but the average was small and 
will make no possible reductions in the 
estimated total of the crop. Another 
week or ten days will see the crop all 
in and threshing will start soon after¬ 
wards. With favorable conditions 
continuing, the High River district will 
(his year produce a still better and lar¬ 
ger crop than was grown last year and 
the financial results will also be com¬ 
paratively much beter, owing to the 
reduced price of labor, and higlit r 
market quotations. The grain prices 
have slumped a little from the peak 
prices of about three weeks ago owing 
to the more favorable conditions and 
it might be expected to see a continu¬ 
ance of these and perhaps lower prices 
on the first rush of grains to the ele¬ 
vators. but the known supply is fixed 
and better prices is expected to prevail 
as the season wears on. The quotar 
tions locally here are as follows: 
Wheat 1.11, Oats 42, Bailey 66, and 
Rye 64. Feed is plentiful. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Science informs us that Mars is on¬ 
ly 35,000,000 miles away. The infor¬ 
mation is helpful. 

- Sir Abner Smithers, former chair¬ 
man of the Grand Trunk railway died 
Aug. 22, aged 74 years. 

Residents of Alberta will find this a 
decidedly cold country next winter un¬ 
less the striking miners and coal ope¬ 
rators patch up their difficulties. 

The potato crop promises to be very 
heavy in this locality. Meanwhile the 
price paid at Calgary for potatoes is 
$1.75 per cwt. 

George McIntyre of Toronto, in¬ 
spector of the Bank of Nova Scotia is 
mentioned as a probable choice for the 
new position, Inspector-General of 
Banking for Canada. 

At the Lethbridge Experimental 
Farm Mr. Fairfield reports that from 
some wheat plots threshed last week 
the yield was 36 bushels and one plot 
as high as 45 bushels to the acre. 

Earth tremors, cloudbursts and 
thunderstorms of extreme severity 
have caused considerable loss through¬ 
out England the past week. In So¬ 
merset 9 inches of rain was re¬ 
corded. 

Reports from Medicine Hat state 
that the Community well looks pro¬ 
mising for a flow of oil. In drilling 
the drillers struck a tremendous pres¬ 
sure of gas which makes drilling ra¬ 
ther difficult. 

The potato bug is increasing at ah 
alarming rate in Alberta, so we are 
informed. In several gardens they 
have made an appearance and some¬ 
thing should be done to exterminate 
them otherwise they will become a 
great pest. 

England may boast of its roses and 
California of its palms, but to Alber¬ 
ta must go the laurels for sweet peas. 
It is said that we grow the fittest 
sweet pea in the world for here we 
have three outstanding features—fra- 
.granee, beauty and size. 

The coa*t line of Britajn will in fu¬ 
ture be patrolled and guarded by pow¬ 
erful seaplanes. Each will carry a pi¬ 
lot, navigator, two machine gunners, 
and a torpedo for launching at hostile 
surface craft. More powerful planes 
are being built for longer flights and 
these will carry five men each. 

An enormous number of people 
from the province spend a part of 
their holidays in London during the 
month of August. They have what 
they term a “Wske Week,” when all 
mills aqd factories close and most of 
the stores follow suit. They live care¬ 
fully for 51 weeks and go on a “spree” 
as it were, on the holiday week. This 
yea£ Wembley Exhibition is calling 
many, but Jthe great majority are fond 
of the Thames, or take river trips to 
Hampton court, Windsor, Zoo Cardens 
Kew Gardens or the Tower.. It is said 
that during Bank Holiday week, near¬ 
ly 15,000,000 passengers were carried 
on various London railways. 

The dominion government evidently 
does not contemplate providing settl¬ 
ers in the dry areas of Alberta with 
seed grain and relief. In a telegram 
received by Hon. Geo. Hoadley, minis¬ 
ter of agriculture, from Hon. Chas. 
Stewart, minister of the interior at 
Ottawa, Mr. Stewart states that the 
dispatch published in Alberta papers 
a few days ago to the effect that the 
dominion government would bear a 
share of the cost of seed grain and re¬ 
lief for sottllers in the drought areas, 
was in error, and that the only deei-1 
sion maed by the dominion was to I 
bear one third-of the cost of removal ' 
of settlers from these areas to other j 
portions of the province. 

The E. P. Ranch is about ready to 
receive its royal owner. Several ad¬ 
ditions and improvements have been 
miule there since the Prince’s last vis¬ 
it of a year ago. A new cattle barn 
was completed last fall and anothei is 
novC nearing completion and work on 
the lutt< r is being rushed to have it 
finished before his' arrival. Grounds 
surrounding the ranch house have 
been laid out and many flowers are 
row in bloom bordering tlie lawn. The 
silo, where the Prince last year found 
healthful exercise, is being cleaned out 
at^il made ready for another filling by 
his lordship. The entire country side 
is beautifully green and Lmd Renfrew 
should find here the rest, relaxation 
and function-free vacation which he is 
seeking. His time of arrival at the 
ranch will be within one day of his 
arrival last year and his visit will be 
about the same duration.
